Company D and C of Payette county,

of the terrific storm. ' 


The electric storm broke -over the 


camp at exactlr 9.26 o'clock when the 
lightning leaped from the skies and 
probably attracted by the arms of the 
men set fire to the tents. The light- 
ing service was quickly knocked out 


. of order and the jcr.tes of dismay from 


the soldiers were he-arcl on every hand. 
The line of fire burned its way along 
Company C street, before: the deluge 


• of: water set in. . 3t came a moment 


later like a. cloud burst. Men every- 
where worked in an effort to rescue 
companions, many o£ whom wore 


.thrown to the ground and wore en- 


danger pi being, drowned. The dark- 
ness was intense andt tho Hospital 
Corpa could not do effective 
work 


from the fact^that their supplies were 
washed away and it was so. dark that 
•they could not find the injured, many 
who . Buffered from falling tent poles 
until they heard them feebly groan-

Every member 
of Company D did heroic work in re- 
leasing Imprisoned men from beneath 
their tents many would have drown- 
ed. Tne water over • the
